Two men, convicted of killing, have 
received their death sentence since ‘our 
last issue. John Albert, an ex-constable 
of the county of York, aged about 45, 
was placed before the bar at Toronto, 
charged with the murder of Andrew 
Young, aged 16, on Grenadier pond, 
High park, on Sunday July 23. The 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty and 
Judge Armour sentenced the convicted 
man to be hanged on Friday, November 
10th. 1 

The other case is nearer home. On 
Thursday, 28th March, the town of 
Napanee was thrown into a terrible ex- 


citement by one of the most cruel and 
cowardly murders that ever blackened 
the criminals records of Canada. The 
facts Are still froah in the memory of all 
our readers, but we may briefly review 
the leading points for the infomatiot of 
those who may not have read the reports 
of the y published at the time.
